In British official circles it is felt 
that the test of the League of Nations 
has proved the value of that organisa- 
tion, since up to the present war be- 
tween Greece and Italy, which, at one 
period, seemed imminent, has been 
so far averted, and to-day a brighter 
outlook prevails.

Operations were taking place for the 
removal of slag and molten metal from 
the furnaces to the tips, and it is stated 
that as the Jast ladle containing 40 tons 
of metal was being conveyed the rope 
snapped and the ladie overturned. 

Molten metal and slag were showered 
over a considerable area and a number 
of workmen were caught and badly 
burned, their clothes, in some 
cases, catching fire. Their agonising 
screams brought other workmen to the 
scene, who found some of the injured 
men lying on the ground with their 
clothes partially burned off.

TALE OF £2,000 FOR 
COCAINE. 


TWO MEN CHARGED. 


ADVERTISEMENT AND A 
POLICE TRAP. 


Smartly dressed in lounge suits, two 
foreigners, Emanuel Landorff (57), and 
Alexander Lundberg (37), described as 
Swedish merchants, were charged at 
Clerkenwell yesterday with being in un- 
lawful possession of cocaine and offer- 
ing to supply the drug to John Rad- 
cliff. 

Mr. E. F. Barker appeared for the 
prosecution and an interpreter was 
present from the Swedish Legation. 

When the charge was translated to 
the accused, Lundberg said: “I have 
never had any cocaine in my life,” 
while Landorff said. ** I have never had 
any cocaine." 

When tol] that they could be tried 
at that Court or go for trial before a 
jury, Lundberg, pointing to Mr. Barker, 
asked if he could consult him. 

Mr. Barker: | am afraid you cannot. 
(Laughter-) 

Mr. Barker, in opening the case, said 
that Mr. Radcliff saw an advertise- 
ment in the * Times" offering some 
chemicals for sale. 

TOLO SCOTLAND YARD. 

As a result of correspondence, Mr, 
Radcliff went to Coram-st., Bloomsbury 
(the address of accused), on August 31, 
and saw both. Lundberg said they had 
some chemicals for sale and that some 
were dangerous. He said they were 
huown as “ snow." He said the price 
was £2,000 per kilo. (over Ab.), and 
they could make a profit of £5,000,

Marriage and Drink

Has freedom spoilt women as 
mothers, and endangered nations? Yes, 
says Mr. R. H. Towner, a learned 
American gentleman, in The Philo- 
sophy of Civilisation” (Putnam: 2 
vols., 22s. 6d.). 

England and the United States are 
on the road to ruin, one gathers, from 
the author's remarks and references, 
mainly because of cold women” and 
easy divorce. Civilisation is becoming 
polygamous, and must fall. 

Mr. Towner takes the view that the 
first essential to a favourable selection 
of mothers is that women shall be de- 
nied the privilege of choosing whether 
or not they will bear children. f 
this choice is left to women, the frigid 
cnes will escape maternity and at once 
extinguish their strain. The ardsit 
ones will continue to multiply.” 

Hence, one gathers, the alleged de- 
cadence of the race to-day, when girls 
are guilty of marriage according to 
taste rather than from a sense of duty. 

Perhaps Mr. Towner's most provoca- 
tive theory is that embodied in his 
view that a atrain of sexual coldness 
is indispensable to genius. 

la genius the result of a strain of 
coldness in the mother? The autho? 
brings a host of evidence to support 
his claim that “ coldness promot-s in- 
tellectual pre-eminence; intellectual 
pre-eminence brings wealth and power: 
so the few rule the many.” 


DEDICATED MOTHERHOOD. 


The highest and best civilisation, he 
argues, is that connected with ** mona- 
gamous marriage, religious and indis- 
soluable.'' 

“Motherhood, instead of being limited 
only to those vemen who scveynt it 
from desire, was extended to those who 

it by dedication, obeyed a will 

other than their own, and were made 
ifle by obedience rather than by de- 

sire, Thus there was added to their 
posterity a new strain, unknown to 
animals, to primitive man, and to sav- 
ages, but peculiar to civilisation, an 


caking the spiritual stature of pos- 
ty. 

No the rise and fall of a nation de- 
pend on its women. Those who shirk 
the duty of marri are depriving the 
State "nius, while the ardent oneg 
are contributing to a polygamous etate 
of affairs, lowering and undesirable. 

Our women should be married 
whether they like it or not, and thus 
the nation will once more ascend to 
the dizzy heights of world power and 
prosperity—such is the author's view. 

In his second volume the author has 
some interesting things to say about 


pruhibitionist nations. One might be 
worldly enough to s t he is the 
ablest advocate the drink industry ever 


knew. All wine drinking nations have 
been successful, he declares. 

The demand for drink insures against 
a dearth of food. It enlarges the market 
in which farmers sell and it regularly 
buys and consumes a substantial part of 
their annual produce. The harvests of 
ten years or of 20 years ago cannot be 
eaten, but may still be drunk.

Every ration's future genius must rise 
from its present proletariat. 

The intimate association of drink and 
sea-power may be seen in all hi: . 
Non-drinking navies have never been able 
to cope with drinking navies; and if 
a non-lrinking ravy succeeded in captur- 
ing a hostile port where drink could be 
obtained, it would be a barren victory, 
for the vauquished would soon overcome 
their conquerors by offering them drink.
